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DETAILED ACTION 


Withdrawal of Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 1-5 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to KATSANEVAS. Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by US 
Patent #6,237,805 to KATSANEVAS. KATSANEVAS discloses an apparatus for 
permitting sanitary egress from a restroom including a door, see Figures 6 and 7; 
wherein a dispenser (10) mounted on one of the sides of the door and being capable of 
dispensing a supply of sheet (31); and a disposal container (34) also mounted on the 
door. Regarding claim 2, the disposal container (34) is mounted on the door opposite 
the dispenser (10), column 6, lines 58-60. In reference to claim 3, the disposal 
container (34) is positioned on the same side of the door as the dispenser (10). 
Regarding claim 4, the disposal container (34) is disposed below the dispenser (10). 
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In reference to claim 5, KATSANEVAS discloses an apparatus for permitting 
sanitary egress from a restroom including a mounting member which is a door, see 
Figures 6 and 7; wherein a dispenser (10) mounted on one of the sides of the door and 
being capable of dispensing a supply of sheet (31); and a disposal container (34) 
mounted on the door opposite side of the door, column 6, line 58-60. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8,9 and 11-13 are allowed.
